1. DEPARTMENT APPRECIATES RESPONSES FROM ADDRESSEE 
POSTS WITH SUGGESTED SCHEDULES FOR CODEL AND OTHER 
ADVICE. CODEL WILL REVIEW PROPOSALS IN DETAIL AFTER 
HOLIDAYS. FOLLOWING INTERIM COMMENTS AND GUIDELINES 
ARE FOR POSTS' USE IN DEVELOPING SCHEDULES. ALL POSTS 
SHOULD EMPHASIZE QUALITY OF CALLS AND ACTIVITIES OVER 
QUANTITY. CODEL WILL WANT TO KEEP COMMITMENTS. AND 
WOULD PREFER LEAN AND FLEXIBLE SCHEDULE. REVISED 
SCHEDULES AND ADDITIONAL COMMENTS SHOULD BE IN DEPARTMENT 
BY OPENING OF BUSINESS JANUARY 6. 
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2. FOR RABAT: MAJOR EMPHASIS OF STOP WILL BE BRIEFING 

ON SAHEL RELIEF AND REHABILITATION OPERATIONS WHICH AIDAV 
ARRANGING. CODEL LOOKS FORWARD, HOWEVER, TO EMBASSY 
BRIEFING AS OUTLINED RABAT 6142. GOM CALLS SHOULD BE 
LIMITED AT EMBASSY'S DISCRETION TO KING HASSAN IF HE 
AGREEABLE AND PERHAPS FOREIGN MINISTER. CODEL WILL BE 
PLEASED TO MEET OTHER TECHNICAL MINISTERS, PERHAPS 
AT AMBASSADOR'S DINNER. 

3. EMBASSY SHOULD CONTINUE TO PLAN FOR CODEL VISIT 

TO MEKNES BUT BELIEVE PROPOSED RANCH ADAROUCH STOP SHOULD 

BE DROPPED SINCE SAHEL BRIEFING WILL PROBABLY TAKE UP 
MOST OF MORNING JANUARY 16. SENATOR INOUYE WILL NOT 
GO TO CASABLANCA AS ORIGINALLY PLANNED. CODEL WOULD 
LIKE VERY MUCH TO MEET PEACE CORPS VOLUNTEERS AS SUGGESTED 
RABAT 6142. PLANS FOR CODEL TOURING IN RABAT AND WIVES’ 
SHOPPING SOUND GOOD. 

4. FOR CAIRO: PROPOSALS AND ADVICE YOUR 10416 AND 
PREVIOUS ARE WELCOME. SINCE CAIRO SCHEDULE WILL BE 
TIGHT AND SENATOR INOUYE WANTS SOME FREE TIME, EMBASSY 
REQUESTED AT ITS DISCRETION TO INQUIRE WHETHER GOE 
HELICOPTER MIGHT BE AVAILABLE FOR CODEL'S TRIP TO SUEZ 
CANAL. ALSO, WE UNDERSTAND ENGLISH VERSION OF SON ET 
LUMIERE AT SPHINX DONE ON SUNDAY EVENINGS. IF SO, 

CODEL WOULD LIKE TO ATTEND JANUARY 19. 

5. IN ASWAN, IF POSSIBLE, VISIT TO HIGH DAM MIGHT BE 
FOLLOWED BY LUNCH AT OLD RPT OLD CATARACT HOTEL. VISIT 
TO ELEPHANTINE ISLAND WOULD ALSO BE INTERESTING IF TIME 
PERMITS. WOULD APPRECIATE INFORMATION ON HOTEL RESER- 
VATIONS IN LUXOR. FYI: AID DIRECTOR TEMPLETON 
PLANNING TO BE IN CAIRO FOR CODEL VISIT. END FYI. 

6. FOR AMMAN: CODEL APPRECIATES SUGGESTIONS OF 
AMMAN-JERUSALEM LAND TRANSIT IN YOUR 7585 AND HELICOPTER 
TOUR OF JORDAN VALLEY AND YARMUK AREA IN YOUR 7669. 

FOR REASONS OF LOGISTICS AND SECURITY CODEL PREFERS TO 
STICK TO ORIGINAL SCHEDULE CALLING FOR CODEL S USAF 
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AIRCRAFT TO FLY FROM AMMAN TO TEL AVIV. DOES EMBASSY 
FORESEE ANY DIFFICULTIES IN SECURING GOJ PERMISSION 
FOR THIS FLIGHT? FINALLY, CODEL WOULD PROBABLY 
APPRECIATE OPPORTUNITY TO JOIN WIVES FOR TRIP TO 
JERASH IF TIME PERMITS. 

7. FOR TEL AVIV/JERUSALEM: A. SCHEDULE PROPOSED 

TEL AVIV 7360 MEETS MOST DESIRES OF CODEL. CODEL WANTS 
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EMBASSY/CONGEN TO KEEP CONTROL OF VISIT AND TO AVOID 
TIGHT SCHEDULING. WOULD APPRECIATE EMBASSY'S/CONGEN'S 
ADVICE ON VISIT TO UNRWA CAMP. CODEL WOULD PREFER TO 
AVOID VISITS WHICH WOULD REQUIRE UNIFORMED SECURITY 
ESCORT. IN ADDITION TO NEGATIVE IMPRESSION ON CAMP 
INHABITANTS IN SEEING SENIOR U.S. OFFICIAL VISITORS 
SURROUNDED BY UNIFORMED ISRAELIS, CODEL DOES NOT CARE 
FOR ELABORATE SECURITY ARRANGEMENTS BECAUSE OF ITS 
GENERAL CONCERN THAT VISITS ARRANGEDSHOULD NOT INCON 
VENIENCE THOSE VISITED. IF SIZE OF CODEL MAKES 
UNOBTRUSIVE VISIT TO REFUGEE CAMP DIFFICULT, CODEL 
MIGHT CONSIDER REDUCTION NUMBER OF VISITORS. ALSO, 

WOULD GAZA PROVIDE BETTER ALTERNATIVE TO WEST BANK FROM 
POINT OF VIEW SECURITY AND DISCRETION? 

B. FOR REASONS CITED ABOVE, CODEL WOULD ALSO PREFER VISIT 
TO GOLAN UNDER EMBASSY AUSPICES RATHER THAN THOSE OF IDF. 

C. CODEL RESPONSIVE TO SUGGESTION FOR WREATH-LAYING 
CEREMONY AT YAD VASHEM MEMORIAL. IT ALSO WILLING TO VISIT 
WEIZMAN INSTITUTE OR SIMILAR U.S. FUNDED INSTITUTION IN 
JERUSALEM OR NEARBY. 

D. CODEL HOPES TO HAVE AMPLE OPPORTUNITY TO TOUR 
HISTORIC JERUSALEM. WIVES' SCHEDULE SHOULD BE MIX OF 
SEPARATE VISITS TO HOSPITALS, SCHOOLS AND OTHER SOCIAL 
INSTITUTIONS OF INTEREST AND VISITS WITH CODEL TO KIBBUTZ 
AND TOURIST SITES, FOR EXAMPLE. THEY SHOULD PROBABLY NOT 
BE INCLUDED WHERE SIZE OF PARTY OR SECURITY ARE FACTORS. 

8. FOR LISBON: CODEL LOOKS FORWARD TO RECEIVING MORE 
DETAILED SUGGESTIONS MENTIONED YOUR 5600. AS IN OTHER 
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STOPS, SCHEDULE OF CALLS AND ACTIVITIES SHOULD BE LEAN, 
EMPHASIZING QUALITY AND NOT QUANTITY. CALLS SHOULD 
REFLECT CODEL’S POLITICAL AS WELL AS ECONOMIC/ 
DEVELOPMENT INTERESTS. THERE SHOULD ALSO BE 
OPPORTUNITIES TO TOUR LISBON AND NEARBY SITES OF INTEREST.
